Its 
ooiutruction was undertaken by the prov- 
ince with provincial uo'ni'y; it wh.-, in- 
tended to benefit tho aliippint,' of all 
iialioiia, not that uf the Island aloiic; 
its objects were commercial, and 
evory busineaa man on Island or 
Mainland had an interest in it. Mainland 
aud iahiiul contributed alike towards tho 
conatruction, it ia true; but tho mainland 
was by far the lieavieal conlnliulor in an 
indirect way. Tlie W'alkein llLiueii i,'ov- 
ernmonl maintained the ishmil roads and 
bridges in fairly good order; but they 
aull'ered maitilaiid roads and bridges to 
fall into a conditionof almost hopoleas de- 
cay. When money was duniaiided for the 
preservation uf coatly public work.s on tho 
mainland the applicants were iiddrined 
tbat'there was none for that purpose, al- 
though thero wua always plenty tor the 
dock. The dei)loi'abh; condition m winch 
this govoriiuieiit found the public wtu-ks 
0X1 the muililaiid rendiu-ed it ncceseary 
that a very lar<;o siiin of money .hIiouKI 
be applied tu llieir l e.stoi ,aioii. The .■iuin 
of $340,000 will not bo suliicieiil to attain 
that most desirable object, but it will go a 
long way. It has, therefore, been decided 
to lay out the drydock refund on the 
mainland. This is a wise and lhou|^hlfiil 
atop. The i.ilaiKl is limited in extent; iln! 
mainland ia almost bouiidloss, and has 
ten mi lea of roud to maintain where the 
island scarcely bus one mile. Our un- 
sophisticated friend of the Free Press 
writes as if money when laiil out on the- 
mainland is auiik thw-e, when the fact is 
that it isoiily putiu cii culatoji; . .Spondiiii: 
a dollar on the maiulaiid is like i-oastiiio 
down hill on a tabo;,';,';01. it only reipiires 
a Hliglit push to cause the sled I o o(i thiiud- 
oring down the declivity to the bottom. 
So IS It with a ti.dhir spent on the mam 
land. It is mily set in motion there and 
il continues to roll and roll until it reaches 
tlie island. Public imuiey e.xj. ended on 
the mainland is notlost; it is inve.sted wlioro 
it earns compound interest, it eniddes 
the stoctraiser and farmer to reach a 
market; it sweeteii.s labor by cheapeiiiiio 
food and other iicci-ssaries ; it increases 
tho i'alue of property and farniiiii; pro- 
duce, mid cau.se.-i tliiiviug comniuinlies to 
Spring up in all directions. No; money 
spent on the iniiiiiland is not thrown 
away. It ia kept from rusting, and when 
in the fullness of time it finds its way 
back to tlie capitiil, it h.as been uurn 
sniootJi by the many liands tlironidi uhii-li 
it luiB puHSed while circulating on ihr 
main liind.

S. and the 
Sandwich Islands sugars have been im- 
ported from these islands into ports of 
the IJ. S. which wero not entitled to e\ 
oinptions from entry tliereundor, have 
submitted their roport. Tho committee 
tind that with few oxeeiitiona the sugar 
producing industry of the islands is in the 
liaiids of (iermaii and linglish citizens and 
I lawaiiaiis. With ivs[)eet to tho charge 
that tho treaty haa created a sugar mono- 
poly on the I'acitio coast and an in 
crease of price to consumers they say they 
did not find this statement suslainoil by 
facts. They say the reiuia.sion of iluly by 
ihe I'niteil St.ites has not inured to the 
Ijcneht of the cuiiauiner on the I'.icilic 
coast; but the duly remittance which, 
were there no treaty would go inlo the 
I niled States treasury, goes to the plant 
ers aud not tu tliu rehner who buys the 
productions of tho islands.

'J to cents per poiinil and is not ihe re 
suit of tho treaty, but arises oul of thi- 
monopoly of the retining business in .San 
b'ranciaco coupleil with the atiU gntater 
monopoly of railiaiad transportatiuil.

EASTERN STATES. 

Nkw V(ii;k, Sciit. 14.— Tho foll.,uing 
story of tin- wreck of the Arctic rtdiei 
steamer I'orleous and journeyiiig after 
wanls by the crow ia given by a special 
corn-spondent of thu New York Tribune 
while undoavofing to force her way thro ii:,di 
to clear water. Tho Portoous was caught 
between two immense lloea which ipiickly

Pit 1,200 feet deep.

Details have 'been received of the tor 

rible acculont at the Wheal Agar mine, 
no.-if liuili uftli, L'nrnwall, which resulted 
111 the death of ten men. The placets 111 
tho centre of the mining district of the 
county, about ten miles from Ti iiru, aiul 
the occurrence created a great deal uf ex 
eiteiiieiit aiii.mg the people of the neigh- 
b.irho.id, Whilo eleven men wen; being 
bnui'dil tu the surface in the skip or cage, 
and aliiiu.si. when they had arrived at tho 
to)), the rope broke ami the skip and its 
freight full lu tho bottom of the shaft, a 
distance uf at least 1 ,'.iOO feet. As a rule 
the men themselves prefer this mode uf 
exit lo (he labor td climbing u[i such a 
long diatauce by l.uldris, as it is very 
imnli ipiiikei ami easier The akip trav- 
els up and down the shaft betwuoli wood 
eiignidcaur iiinnerB, and (he rope by 
which it la raised winds round a capstan 
driven by a steam engine.
